Hotel Housekeeper Runs 
80-Man Clean-up Team 


Editor’s note: This is another 
interesting jobs of Atlantans. 


People will leave anything from false teeth to diamond 


rings in hotel rooms. 


So says Mrs.- Janie Burgdorf, who was “born and reared” 
in a hotel and has worked in one most of her life. 


Mrs. Burgdorff said hotel guests 
frequently check out and leave be- 
hind such things as shoes, hats, 
pocketbooks, shirts, shaving mugs, 
coats, glasses, dresses, books, tooth 
brushes, raincoats, cosmetics and 
even money. 

Only about 50 percent of these 
“lost” articles are later claimed by 
their owners, she said. 

“They almost never claim false 
teeth,” she said. “I should think 
teeth would be both necessary and 
expensive. ... But, strangely 
enough, people don’t send back for 
them,” 

As Executive Housekeeper at the 
Henry Grady. Hotel, Mrs. Burg- 
dorff keeps a record of all “lost” 
articles, dates they were found 
the maids who turned them in. If 
they are not claimed within 90 
days, they are turned over to the 


finders. 
Mrs. Burgdorff’s job entails su-/ 


pervision of the daily cleaning of | 


the entire hotel—from the base-| 
ment to the fourteenth floor. She 
directs a staff of some 80 em- 
ployees who keep the 550 guest 
rooms as well as meeting rooms, 
dining rooms and the lobby “spic 
and span.” 

The linen room, from which 
about 1,500 clean sheets and 2,500 
towels are dispatched daily, also is 
under her supervision. 

When a guest checks out, the 
housekeeping department is noti- 
fied by a clerk and the maids soon

low. When he is not hungry he | 
will strike only such things that | 


surprise or annoy him. Talking 
does not affect his striking, but 
‘the sight of moving objects like 
people or boats, will affect his 
attitude.” (Thus the long accu- 
rate caster will catch more fish 
than the angl@r who never casts 
beyond the underwater view of 
a boat). 


Our fishing friend thinks that 
the moon and tide have an effect 
on fishing. He also favors a look 
at a rising barometer and he re- 
fuses to fish (inland) if a strong 
east wind is blowing. Likewise, 
he considers it a waste of time to 
fish in daylight when the moon is 
full, (We know others who fish 
only on black nights, the blacker 
the better.)

The Devil in Matinee Opera 


Faust’ To Introduce Di Stefano 


A handsome 28-year-old Italian tenor will be introduced to Atlantans in the Metropoli- 


tan Opera Company’s performance of “Faust,” at a matinee at 2 p.m. Wednesday, April 26, 


at the Fox Theater. 


The new tenor, Guiseppe Di Stefano,,who made his Met debut in February, 1948, as 


the amorous Duke in “Rigoletto,” will be heard here in the title role in Gounod’s pop- 


ular opera “Faust.” It will be his first appearance here. 


His debut in this country 
came after a speedy rise which 
was extraordinary even in Italy, 
where one afternoon a tenor is 
“found” digging ditches and that 
night sings the lead in “Pagli- 
acci.”’ 

Less than two years before his 
Metropolitan premiere, Di Ste- 
fano, then 24, stepped into the 
buckled shoes and powdered wig 
of the ardent des Grieux in “Ma- 
non” to make his bow at the 
Reggio Emilia, provincial opera 
house. 

His success was so phenome- 
nal that in the next three months 
he was engaged for perform- 
ances at Venice, Bologna, Ro- 
magna and Barcelona. Within 
10 months he was ready for his 
big-time debut at the Rome Op- 
era House. Two months later 
he scored again in Italy’s La 
Scala. From there he was 
snapped up by the Met. 

He has been described as 
“probably the purest and fresh- 
est Italian tenor in the Metro- 


‘politan Opera.” 


Singing with the new tenor 
will be a group of stars who al- 
ready are established favorites 
with Atlantans. In the group 
are Licia Albanese—she substi-

Fascinated by the 
vision of a girl at her spinning 
wheel, which has been invoked 
by the devil, Faust drinks from 
a magic potion and, having 
signed the contract, is turned 
into a young gallant. 

Scene II: The second scene 
takes place at the festival out- 
side the city gates where the 
young officer Valentin, grasping 
the medal given him by his sis- 
ter Marguerite, prays for her 
protection.

Atlanta--A Little of Everything 


What kind of town is Atlanta? This isn’t asked in the sense of morals ur tradi- 
tion, but in the sense of the day-to-day effort of its citizens to make a living. What 
do people do in Atlanta? There are mining towns, there are steel towns, and there 
are cities famed for the production of beer, for the making of shoes, watches, and 

ps pretzels. What is Atlanta famed for? Atlanta is a little bit of everything. It is a 
trade center, a manufacturing center, a communications center, a construction center, a financial 
center, and a government center. The extent of government activities—at all levels, city, county, State 
and Federal—is so widespread in Atlanta the city might well be called the Washington, D. C., of the 
South. There are more people employed in government in Atlanta than there are in any one type of 
manufacturing. In fact, there’s just about one government worker for every two workers in all 


manufacturing. 

In February, the Atlanta metropolitan area— 
incl Fulton, DeKalb and Cobb Counties— 
had 59,600 people engaged in manufacturing. Of 
these, 20,800 were making durable goods, such as 
lumber and wood products, transportation equip- 
ment, and 38,800 were working in non-durable 
products, such as food and kindred 
9,600; textile mill products, 9,400; 
other finished products, 6,700. These figures are 
from the Georgia Department of Labor, Employ- 
ment Security Agency, and were. prepared in co- 
operation with the United States Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics, based upon 
monthly reports submitted by employers in the 
Atlanta area.

Arnall Predicts 
Unit System Defeat 


WASHINGTON — After rummaging around 

Washington for the past week conferring with 

various officials, high and low, former Gov. Ellis 

Arnall, of Georgia, is offering to wager that the United States 

Supreme Court will throw out Georgia’s controversial county-unit 

a and if that question is ever passed on by the highest 
ribunal. 


Arnall would not identify the officials from whom he gained 
this impression, but was quick to say he had not talked with any 
members of the Supreme Court. He is known to have seen about 
everybody else in Washington, however, from President Truman 
on down. 

Asked what effect the decision would have, if one is eventually 
rendered, he expressed the opinion that it would bring about a 
revolutionary change in Georgia politics. The result, he said, 
would be to give greater weight to the principal cities of the State 
in the election of State officers. Because of its large population, 
Atlanta, he predicted, would arise to a more dominant position in 
State political affairs through being given a larger voice in elections 
where the popular vote counts rather than the county-unit system 
now favoring the smaller counties. 

In the same general connection, Sen. Richard B. Russell has 
received information that considerable pressure is being exerted 
on Atty. Gen. Howard McGrath to intervene on behalf of the 
Government in the pending case involving the county-unit system. 
If that happens, he sees where it might have an important bear- 
ing on the ultimate decision. 

Sen. Russell cites what happened in the restricted covenant 
case which the Supreme Court ruled upon not long ago, denying 
property owners the right to say who subsequent owners might be. 
Before the Government intervened in the action the high court 
had held in a number of cases over the years that such restricted 
covenants were compatible with the Constitution. The effect of the 
intervention by the Attorney General was to bring about a new 
decision, upsetting all the old precedents. 

He sees the possibility of the same thing happening in the Geor- 
gia county unit system litigation, on which the Supreme Court will 
soon decide whether fo assume jurisdiction. 

Arnall, himself a former Attorney General of Georgia who has 
appeared before the Supreme Court in important cases, is convinced 
that the court will not only assume jurisdiction but will rule 
against the county-unit plan—throwing it into the discard after use 
over a long term of years.

Forums The former Georgia Governor, in¢identally, came to 

Washington last week primarily to appear on two public 
forum programs. Early in the week he was on a nation-wide tele- 
vision broadcast, along with Samuel Goldwyn, the motion picture 
producer; Bob Considine, the syndicated columnist, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, Jx, who also writes a syndicated column. On 
Friday night he was a member of a panel arranged by the United 
States National Commission for UNESCO, discussing problems of 
world peace. Appearing with him on this program were Provost 
Clarence A. Dyksta, of the University of California at Los Angeles; 
Milton S. Eisenhower, the new President of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, and Nelson H. Cruikshank, Director of Social Insurance Activi- 
ties of the American Federation of Labor. 

Regardless of where’ he goes, Arnall is never quite able to get 
away from some reminder of his old political rows with the Tal- 
madge clan of Georgia. In the television broadcast—“Who Said 
It,” directed by. Bob Trout—he had a quotation hurled at him on 
something Gov. Herman Talmadge once said which he was asked 
to identify. The quotation wa: “I don’t like politics. I much pre 
fer to be on my farm with my cattle.” 

Arnall had little trouble identifying the author, but balked at 
answering another following question put to him by Director 
Trout—as to whether he thought Talmadge would be better off 
remaining on his farm. “That’s a loaded question,” he replied, 
cryptically. 

The former Georgia Governor called on President Truman at the 
White House Tuesday, in company with Motion Picture Producer 
Goldwyn. The ostensible purpose of the call was to have the Presi- 
dent congratulate Mr. Goldwyn on his twenty-fifth wedding anni- 
versary, but as the story was told later the three of them got so 
busy talking about other things that they forgot to mention it. 


Pu se As is often the case, however, Arnall had something 
rpo else up his sleeve in arranging the White House call, 
because he lingered behind for a private conference with Mr. Tru- 
man after the social visit between the three of them. Newspaper- 
men were curious about this and when the former Governor 
emergéd from the President’s office he was besieged with questions. 
They failed to get much out of him. Here is the way the inter- 
view ended: 

“T only called to pay my respects,” Arnall insisted. 

“But you were here only about a month ago to pay your 
respects,” one of the questioners persisted. , 

“That's true,” said Arnall, “but I respect the President so highly 
that it takes a lot of calling to pay them properly.” 

That is about as far as they got. 


RFC Loan After attending the conference of Georgia officials 

with RFC Chairman Harley Hise the past week on 
the proposed $3,000,000 loan for completing the Stone Mountain 
Park project, Rep. James C. Davis, of Decatur, says he is highly 
optimistic over prospects for getting the loan. 

“I feel very much encouraged,” said Judge Davis, who set up 
the meeting. “It looks like they are going to approve the loan. 
When they do Georgia will be provided with the means of estab- 
lishing one of the great scenic spots of the country—a park that will 
attract many, many people to our State.”

Laud Hayes, 
Rip Vehicle

NEW YORK —In_ the 

drama of the Martin Beck, “The 
Wisteria Tree,” starring Miss 
Helen Hayes, the author, Joshua 
Logan, has fallen short in the 
gallant adventure of basing a 
modern drama set in his native 
State, Louisiana, upon Chek- 
hov’s classic “The Cherry Or- 
chard.” ‘The play, among other 
defects, lacks conviction — in- 
evitably so, we think, if only be- 
cause any attempt to transfer 
Chekhovan characters (they rep- 
resent states of mind, points of 
view, rather than human beings 
o* varied individualities) to the 
modern stage seems doomed to 
frustration. If we are to have 
Chekhov at all, why not have 
him in his own sovereign right? 
Why load him onto Louisiana— 
or Louisiana onto him? We say 
this merely to suggest the ardu- 
ous task Mr. Logan set for him- 
self and not forgetting the for- 
lorn responsibility loaded upon 
Helen Hayes, gallantly as she 
strove to make something of a 
role that did not fit her, a cart 
in which to carry herself and the 
play forward she had to act, as 
it were, feverishly—aimost to the 
point of overacting.

NEW YORK— (UP) —Helen 
Hayes has brought her acting 
skill and the sparkle of her per- 
sonality to the Martin Beck 
Theater in support of a play 
called “The Wisteria Trees” 
which is a rewrite by Joshua 
Logan of Anton Chekhoy’s 50- 
year-old Russian drama, “The 
Cherry. Orchard.” 

It is a rewrite in American 
terms of the Deep South at the 
end of the last century, substi- 
tuting the decay of the South- 
ern landowning aristocracy for 
the decay of its Russian counter- 


part. 

Just why Logan should have 
chosen to do this job is diffi- 
cult to understand. Some will 
regard it as sacrilege to tinker 
with what many esteem as a 
modern theater classic. Much 
more to the point would seem to 
be the fact that he has merely 
turned out another play about 
the death of the Old South and 
that it is far from the best of 
the lot. 

To be blunt about it, “The Wis 
teria Trees” is a bore much of 
the time. Miss Hayes manages 
to salvage some of it by her 
artistry, but it is not a play that 
one person can carry to triumph.

WEEPING BAY, by Joy David- 
man, Macmillan; $3. 


Birth control and the at- 
tempted unionization of a stove 
factory motivate Miss David- 
man’s new novel of life in the 


Catholic village of “Weeping 
Bay” in the Gaspe country of 
Canada. 

These seemingly divergent 
problems are skillfully manipu- 
lated by a canny writer to pro- 
duce an eminently readable, if 
not always highly engrossing, 
local color novel. 

It seems fair to say that the 
unionization doesn’t come off 
and that little new light is 
thrown on the controversial is- 
sue of Catholic prohibition 
against birth control. It is peo- 
ple and a feeling for peac®, not 
plot, that constitute the novel’s 
worth. 

In her several digressions 
into the flora, fauna and per- 
vasive atmosphere of the bay 
and its surrounding mountains, 
the author reveals herself as a 
writer of near-rhapsodic charm.

Mrs. Ethridge, a native Geor- 
gian who has called both Macon 
and Savannah home, writes from 
personal experiences gained 
when she followed her husband, 
Mark Ethridge, to the Middle 


East where he served as the 
United States representative on 
the UN Palestine Commission. 


his Wife’s writings as the “room- 
mate,” is now publisher of The 
Louisville Courier Journal. 

Like her other travel stories, 
the account of her visit to this 
troubled region is full of inter- 
esting sidelights which would be 
wasted on a less discerning 
traveler. It is replete with keen 
observations, pertinent conser- 
sations, and the clever ‘witti- 
cisms which have made her one 
of the South’s most popular au- 
thors. 

Nor does she neglect the cold 
and often bewildering facts on 
Palestine and its partition—she 
marshals them like soldiers on 
a parad? ground. But she tem- 
pers these statistics with the 
warm sympathy she feels for a 
struggling young nation that 
must absorb 1,000 refugees “a 
day. 

Mrs. Ethridge went to Pales- 
tine a strong partisan for the 
suffering Jew, but after her ar- 
rival she became so torn be- 
tween the Zionist cause and the 
plight of the Arabs that she 
complained of a split person; 
ality. She was tremendously im- 
pressed by the love of the Jews 
for the land they are bvyilding 
with their own hands, and build- 
ing’ at great cost. By the same 
token she felt such pity for the 
poor Arabs who were driven 
from their homes and lands to 
make way for the Jews, that she 
forgot to be impressed and end- 
ed by feeling sorry for the whole 
mesged-up universe. 

She traveled Palestine, Leba- 
non, Syria and Trans-Jordan, 
asking innumerable questions of 
both races, exploring their 
minds, plumbing the depths of 
their hopes and ambitions. She 
found each with an immense 
problem of insecurity, with lit- 
tle hope of permanent peace, 
with a thorough dislike for the 
other that amounted to an ob- 
session. And she readily admit- 
ted that she did not know the 
answer. 

A more pleasant aspect of the 
book is the author’s descriptive 
passages at which she is master. 
Her word picture of old Jerusa- 
lem as seen from a window high 
in the King David Hotel at sun- 
rise is unforgettable. The same 
is true of the Easter service and 
the foot-washing ceremony in 
the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
cher. 

It was Mrs. Ethridge’s envi- 
able sense of humor that saw 
her through many a tight place 
and helped her to overlook 
many of the discomforts of life 
in the Middle East. 

The Arabs themselves will 
doubtless find that never have 
they had a more delightful 
chronicler, despite her Jewish 
leaning at the outset.

The client was a 
‘prosperous young manufacturer who fell in love 
and became engaged to a charming girl. The 
charming girl, however, had a mother.

ing his business and enrolling in law school so

He did poorly, quit 
and went back into business. -

He bought two tickets for a honeymoon trip to ~ 


Florida, The mother wanted to know where her 
ticket was—it seemed she had never been to 
Florida. No Florida trip for Mama, no wedding 
for daughter. All right, the young man said, 
and walked out. 

Then he wanted his $3,200 ring back and 
went to Markewich who advised his client 
On the basis of recent in- 
‘terpretations, Markewich felt his client didn’t 
have a chance to win. 

It works for the man as well as for the 
woman. A wealthy New York woman sued her 
former fiance for the return of gifts of clothing 
and cash she had made to him when they were 
engaged. She brought the action in the Federal 
courts, as he was from another state. 

However, the judge ruled her case was gov- 
erned by the laws of her home state, New York, 
and that she had no recourse to the courts for 
injuries caused by a broken engagement.. 

“This is true,” the judge said, “whether the 
acceptance was made as a result‘of succumbing 
to the wiles of a gay Lothario or as a result of 
the worshipful wooing of an ardent yet sincere 
swain.” 

There may, however, be other factors. In 
New Jersey, according to court records, Martin 
Klughaupt wooed Shelva Glazer, his secretary, 
for five years until she agreed to marry him. 
Then they made a deal. 

He paid her half her salary of $10 a week— 


‘this was in the ’30s—and kept half for her trous- 


seau, to be handed over when they were married. 

- That went on for 169 weeks, Miss Glazer 
” ‘testified. In the meantime her 
salary was raised to $13, but she 
still didn’t see any more money.

How much, then, did she dream of a throne? 

“Truly,” she said recently, “it meant little 
for me—but you know how romantic a girl’s 
dreams may be. Don Alfonso really believed 
that he might one day be King of Spain—and 
it was natural to dream.” 

Natural, perhaps—yet not enough to build 
a life on. 

Marta found that she had married a man 
sicker than she could ever have guessed. Don 
Alfonso was cursed with hemophilia, the 
“Scourge of the Bourbons,” an hereditary disease 
which preyents the proper clotting of the blood. 

The slightest cut could result in a hemor- 
rhage. When a tooth was pulled in his child- 
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hood, Don Alfonso almost died before injections 
of saline solution stopped the flow of blood.

When asked that question the other day Spanish 
diplomatic officials in Washington said that “the 
point would have to be settled when—-and if— 
it arose.” Spain, they said, had no law against 
it—-but the rules of the House of Bourbon were 
very strict.

throne. 

For Marta and Don Alfonso, the question 
never arose.

pN LONDON they were happy for a year. George 
made a good salary as an engineer, and 
Elizabeth gave birth to’ a daughter, christened 
Helen Mar Gordon. Just as the wife and mother 
were getting acquainted with her neighbors, 
Gordon announced that he had arranged to sell 
the furnishings and take his family to America. 

Elizabeth objected tearfully but George was 
unmoved. Once more the strange, terrible look 
appeared on her face and once more her hus- 
band, who could not read the sign; reassured her. 

“It is the land of opportunity for engineers,” 
he said. They settled in Philadelphia, where 
Gordon made a small fortune, and lost it, in 
the manipulation of coal mines.

They both attended the Park 
Avenue Methodist Church; they sang together 
in church groups and kept company on church 
picnics and socials.

But now she was worried. Clarence had his 
mother to support, and his salary as a 21-year- 
old clerk with the American Steel & Wire Com- 
pany was nothing to brag about.

Dr. Lloyd D, Mayer and Dr. Irving Greenfield 
of Montefiore Hospital, Pittsburgh, cured 28 out 
of 33 cases of barbiturate poisoning by pumping 
oxygen into the lungs through a nasal tube to 
aid respiration and by injections of picrotoxin or 
Metrazol or both. They gave penicillin to some 
patients to prevent pneumonia. _. 

Five of their patients died in spite of trea 
ment; they had all been alcoholics, and barbj 
urate poisoning is known to be made worse in 
alcoholics and in morphine and marijuana ad- 
dicts. 

Dr. J. W.’Landsberg and Dr, A. W. Freir. 
reich, at the Meadowbrook Hospital, Hempstead, 
N, Y., have reported excellent results in barbit- 
urate poisoning from the continuous intravenous 
injection of Benzedrine (amphetamine) sulfate. 
The treatment is stopped only when the Patient 
regains conscidtsness completely. 

The treatment with sodium,succinate, given 
by Dr. Barrett, is based on a different principle. 
This drug does not irritate the nerves, 

Sodium succinate probably aids the nerve and 
other tissues in taking up and using oxygen 
more readily. 

Whether the use of sodium succinate is suf- 
ficiently effective in most of the severe cases of 
barbiturate poisoning will be determined through 
further treatments. 

Poisoning with devil’s capsules has become an 
increasing menace because of the ease with 
which various barbiturate preparations are ob- 
tained. Dishonest dispensers are adulterating 
barbiturates like dope to make more money. 

Everyone should know the rules for dealing 
with a case of suspected barbiturate poisoning, 

1. Keep the patient’s nose, throat, lungs—the 
“airways’’—open; push the head upwards and 
backwards, holding the chin up. Loosen clothes. 

2. Try using artificial respiration. 

3. Call the doctor as quickly as possible. 

4. Help the doctor by locating any empty con- 
tainers of barbiturate pills or other preparations; 
this would help in diagnosis.

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The Best Way Adolph Le Moult Knows Is 
__ Never to Stop Thanking Him =~

[*: mind was filled with fear and despond- 
ency. He didn’t even notice the warm 
spring raindrops that pelted against his 

bent shoulders. 

Slowly, block by block, 41-year-old Adolph 
Le Moult made his way northward from Man- 
hattan’s Bowery until he finally reached 28th 
St. There he entered St. Leo’s Church. Drop- 
ping to his knees, he began to cry bitterly. Tears 
streaked his cheeks. 

“Lord,” he prayed, “you have tried me to 
the limit. I don’t think I can take much more. If 
you don’t smile on me now, I am lost.” 

After leaving the church, Le Moult walked 
disconsolately toward Sixth Avenue. As his 
steps carried him forward, his mind carried him 
backward—over the events that had led to his 
present desperate plight. 

The saga had begun 57 years before in 1864 
when his father, also named Adolph, landed in 
New York from Hamburg, Germany. Only 19 
years old, penniless and unable to speak English, 
he spent his first night in the New World sleep- 
ing in a deserted hallway. 

Subsequently, through the intervention of a 
friend, he obtained a job in a department store 
for wages of $5 a week. When he was refused 
a raise some months later, he quit. 

One day not long afterward, while out in 
the country near Rahway, N. J., he noticed some 
exceptionally beautiful lilies growing in a pond. 
Picking a basketful of them, he returned to New 
York and set up business as a sidewalk flower 
salesman next to Wallack’s Theatre on lower 
Broadway. 

By the following year, he had prospered suf- 
ficiently with his sidewalk trade to start his 
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own florist shop in a building next to the theatre. 

When the store opened he threw the front 
door key across the street, announcing he would 
accept orders for flowers 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. 

In the decades that followed, this policy paid 
off handsomely. Le Moult’s revenue rose to more 
than $1,000,000 annually. His customers included 
many. of the most prominent figures of the day. 
He employed over 100 people. 

Then came the gold panic of 1892. Orders 
for flowers faded away, trickled out almost 
completely. Before long, the one-time German 
immigrant was penniless again. 

Even when the panic ended, he was unable 
to recoup his losses. The Bowery had been by- 
passed. Business had moved uptown. By the 
time Adolph, Sr., died in 1912, he was” $29,000 
in debt. 

Before death claimed him, however, he made 
one last gesture to preserve the dignity of the 
family name he prized so highly. He got his son, 
Adolph, Jr., to promise that some day every 
cent of indebtedness would be settled. 

The younger Le Moult considered that prom- 
ise a sacred pledge, and set to work to fulfill it. 

“My dad,” he recently told The American 
Weekly, “taught me never to pray for money, 
but rather to pray to God to guide me according 
to His will and in that way success would fol- 
low. So I decided to put it up to Him, and I 
went each day to St. Leo’s Church and prayed 
for guidance.” 

For nine long years, however, his prayers 
remained unanswered. His business was at a 


virtual standstill. 


Finally, shortly before Easter of 1921, he 
reached the low point of his entire life. He was 
forced to vacate his shop because the rent was

four months overdue, One’of his sons was seri- 
ously ill with scarlet fever. There was no money 
to pay a doctor, | 

It was then that he made his way to St. 
Leo’s where he had worshiped so often, and 
threw himself on his knees, sobbing hopelessly. 
Afterwards, he started toward Sixth Avenue. 

“As I walked with my head down,” he told 
The American Weekly, “something seemed to 
stop me in my tracks as though a hand had 
reached out and caught me. I looked up, and 
there in front of me was an empty store. It 
was in the most terrible conditio:? imaginable. 

“Not having been occupied for several years, 
the ceiling was down in patches and piles of 
dirt were everywhere. But somehow I felt I had 
been led to this spot for a reason. I phoned 
the agent whose name was on the window, and 
as if God had told him he said: ‘Oh, yes, I know 
you. If you want the store I will give it to you 
for two months free, providing you fix it up.’” 

Though the location was not particularly 
good, Le Moult seized the offer. 

He had no: showcases in which to ore ae the 
plants he borrowed on consignment, rio iceboxes 
to store cut flowers in. His cash register was 
a cigar box. The store was a shambles, But all 
that made little difference. In the first three 
days, for no visible reason, he sold $700 worth 
of merchandise. That was more money. than he 
had seen in months. 

Time passed, and the business again pros- 
pered. Eventually sales climbed more $200,- 
000 a year. In the fall of 1928 he was able to 
turn to his sons, Everett and the third Adolph 
Le Moult, and tell them: “I'm a very happy man 
today. For the first time I don’t owe anyone 
a cent. All the family debts have been paid.” 

In the years since then, Le Moult remarked 
not long ago, “I have never stopped thanking 
God for what He did. How can I ever repay 
Him? I know I'll never be able to, but He knows 
I am thankful.”

N June, 1942, six morths after the disaster at 
Pearl Harbor, the postman handed Mrs. Mary 
Wilson of Springfield, Ohio, a letter returned 

to her from South America. The envelope bore 

airmail stamps, foreign postmarks and a sticker 

where it had been opened and re-sealed by the 

censor, The letter was addressed in typing to: 
Senora Ines Lopez de Molinali 

2563 O'Higgins 
Buenos Aires, Argentina Pe 
Mrs. Wilson (which is not her real name, 

since she still. deserves to be shielded) did not 
know any Senora de Molinali in the Argentine. 
She was on the point of passing the letter back 
to the postman and saying, “This must be a mis- 
take—-I never sent this letter,’”’ when she spied 
the return.address in the upper left-hand corner. 
There, typed as plain as could be, was her own 
name and ress. 

Completely baffled by the return of a letter 
she had never written to a woman she did not 
know in a country she had never visited, Mrs. 
Wilsen opened the envelope. Out fell a poorly 
typewritten sheet, badly spelled and quaintly 
punctuated. It read, in part: me 


Dear Friend 

You asked me to tell you about my collec-

: January 27 1942 

My Most Gracious Friend: 

I came over today to meet my son who is 
here from Portland on business and to get my 
little granddaughters doll repaired. I must 
tell you this amusing story, the wife of an 
important business associate gave her an old 
German bisque Doll dressed in a Hulu Grass 
skirt. It is a cheap horrid thing I do Not like 
it and wish we did not have to haye it about. 
Well I broke this awful doll last month.. .I 
walked all \over Seattle to get someone to re- 
pair it, no one at home could or would try 
the task. Now I expect all the damages to be 
repaired by the first week in February... 
Please accept love and rememberances set to 
you from Elizabeth. 

The signature was a tracing of Mrs. Brown’s 
own writing. But Mrs. Brown had no grand- 
daughter, knew no one named Elizabeth and 
could make no sense of the story of the broken

German bisque doll. She did, however, collect 
foreign dolls. Suspecting code, she forwarded 
the letter to the FBI. 

In August, this same curious drama was re- 
enacted in Colorado Springs. The recipient of 
the letter returned from the Argentine was a 
woman we will call Mrs. Frances Mason, as her 
real name, too, is not pertinent. 

With misgivings Mrs. Mason read the letter 
she had never written which bore her forged 
signature. It was a long, repetitious description 
of her daughter Elizabeth’s efforts to purchase 
a family of Chinese dolls in Chinatown. Finally 
the child bought seven small dolls and dressed 
them like a Chinese family. 

Then the letter writer told of five English- 
dolls shipped home as a Christmas surprise. Two 
were in the open and the other three tied up in 
their boxes, There was something about a niece, 
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Velvalee That Her Little Dupes Had Turried on Her. 


Catherine, thanking her for a Siamese doll and 
sending a copy of “The Saratoga Trunk” as an 
exchange gift and about Elizabeth wanting to 
learn the Conga. 

Mrs. Mason really had two nieces named 
Elizabeth and Catherine and did collect ex- 
pensive dolls. The rest was double talk. She 
rushed the letter she had received to the FBI. 

In October a woman we may call Mrs. Edith 
Gilbert in Portland, Ore., went through the same 
routine. (Her real name also is unimportant.) 
Her letter discussed a Siamese Temple Dancer 
doll which was “torein the middle, but it is now 
repaired.” There was to be a mate for the 
Siamese doll.: Also some French dolls. 

Mrs. Gilbert was less astonished than the 
other woman. Back in February, 1942, the

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British censors in Trini-

The cagey censors had sent a photostat to 
the FBI. The FBI went to see Mrs. Gilbert 
whom they found to be a woman of unquestion- 
able loyalty. Shown a copy of the missive, Mrs. 
Gilbert said she collected dolls, but had not 
written the letter. 

The common denominator of all this confus- 
ing correspondence was doll collecting. All four 
women whose names had been forged to these 
letters shared this hobby. All four, investigators 
soon discovered, had purchased dolls from a 
doll dealer named Mrs. Velvalee Dickinson in 
New York City. 


| foe FBI concentrated on Mrs. Dickinson. 
And this name is most certainly a real one. 
She was 48, barely five feet tall, given to somber 
brown dresses, cotton stockings dnd a brusque 
manner with strangers. Her husband was dying 
of heart disease. The FBI dug into her past. 

Mrs. Dickinson’s story was fascinating. 

She had been born in California of old 
American stock. She had studied at Stanford 
University, had been married three times before 
she was 30, had operated a-produce business in 
California and developed an unlimited admira- 
tion for things Japanese. But her friendship 
with the Nipponese did not shield her from the 
depression. 

In the 1930s the Dickinsons moved east. 
When her husband was stricken with heart 
trouble. Velvalee went into the doll business. 

Suddenly in mid-1941 prosperity struck the 
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Dickinson household. Velvalee 

rented a safe deposit box and the cou- 

ple began ‘making trips to California. 

Those trips eontinued through the spring fol- 

lowing Pearl Harbor, the season of the returned 
letters from the Argentine.. . 

The FBI waited and watched, hoping to 
catch Mrs. Dickinson in the act of dropping an 
incriminating envelope into a mailbox. 

Meanwhile, agents rounded up from among 
the 8,000,000 typewriters in the U. S. the five 
on which the double-talk doll letters had been 
typed. Four of these were found in West Coast 
hotels in which the Dickinsons had stayed. The 
fifth was Mrs, Dickinson’s own portable. 
tied up one end of the case. 

Expert cryptographers went to work on the 
texts. Obviously naval information was _ in- 
volved. It seemed logical that the word doll 
had been substituted for ship. | 

In the first letter the fisherman doll with a 
net probably meant an aircraft carrier (draped 
with nets), the woman with wood on her back 
a battleship (superstructure), the little boy an 
auxiliary warship. Mr. Shaw was the destroyer 
Shaw which had lost its bow at Pearl Harbor. 
Additional destroyers were seen in the vicinity 
of the Shaw which was ex to be back at 
sea shortly. Louville referred to the cruiser 
Louisville. 

In the second letter, the broken doll in the 
Hula skirt was a battleship damaged at Pearl 
Harbor which was expected to be repaired by 
the first week in February. 

The battleship Maryland, damaged at Pearl 
Harbor, was in Seattle at the time this letter 
was written. 

Inthe third letter, the seven Chinesedolls bought 
in Chinatown undoubtedly referred to seven 
battleships in San Francisco for alterations. The 
five English dolls indicated other warships, two 
of them in the harbor and three tied up at the 
docks. “Saratoga Trunk” apparently meant the 
aircraft carrier Saratoga. The Conga was prob- 
ably a code reference to Kongo, a class of Jap- 
anese warships. 

On May 16, 1942, 17 days before this letter 
was written, seven battleships steamed into San 
Francisco Bay. Three were two-funnel ships, 
similar in outline to Japanese vessels of the 
Kongo class. 

The Siamese doll “torein the middle” prob- 
ably described an aircraft carrier torpedoed

EVEN more extraordinary was the data gleaned 

from the doll lady’s financial dealin Vel- 
valee had the odd habit of ducking te her 
safe deposit box, coming up with a fistful of 
$100 bills and depositing these bills in accounts 
around New York. While under observation in 
1943 she banked close to $10,000. Cross check- 
ing of serial numbers revealed that a number of 
these bills had shortly before the outbreak of 
war cleared’ through the Yokohama Specie Bank 
either in-New York or Tokyo. 

On Jan. 21, 1944, FBI agents seized Mrs. 
Dickinson in the vault of her bank, They also 
took along the $15,940 in her deposit box.

It was this 
error——sending letters to instead of 1414 
O’Higgins where Senora de Molinari lived— 
which caused them to be returned to baffled 
customers who alerted the FBI. 

Are the typed errors part of the code or the 
result of haste? No one knows, except in one 
instance. The letters were sent to de 
Molinali whose real name is de Molinari, wife of 
an Argentine diplomat.

ACK SHINE was perhaps the most respected 

also-ran in the whole history of horse racing. 

Looking back now, about the most you 

can say for him is that he looked like a race 

horse. From nose tip to tail’s end, there wasn’t 
a shred of greatness or class in him. 

The Fred Cook racer couldn’t run a lick. He 
never won a race in his life. As a matter of 
fact, he never came in ahead of another horse. 

Yet he was a favorite every time he went 
to the post, and earned more than $250,000 
for his owner, 

Horse players never made a nickel betting 
* him. Cook made his fortune betting against 

im. 

It was all a case of mistaken identity. 

Not so many years ago Cook shipped a 
string of horses from New Orleans to New 
York. One morning he sent a pair of three- 
year-plds on a mile workout. 

One was Jack Shine, the other Niffo. Carry- 
ing a 120-pound stable boy, Niffo dazzled the 
clockers with a 1:40 mile. Jack Shine was a 
distant trailer. 
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Back at the Cook barn, stable hands sponged 
off the horses. Then, purely by accident, Jack 
Shine was put in Niffo’s stall. At first, the 
mistake that was to cost bettors $250,000 went 
unnoticed. 

By then the clockers were there. Standing 
in front of Niffo (now occupying Jack Shine’s 
stall), they wanted to know his name. 

A stable boy looked up. “That,” he said, 
truthfully enough, “is Jack Shine’s stall.” 


In that way word got around that Jack Shine 
was a spectacular runner. One expert went so 
far as to hail him as the best-looking three- 
year-old of the year. 

Cook heard what. was being reported and, 
like Ol’ Man River, just said nothing at all. 

But a great idea was hatching in his fertile 
mind. 

By a happy circumstance some of the books 
doing business at the New York tracks were 
financed by the New Orleans sportsman.

, This time the price on Jack Shine was 
by six to five.

There were no pari-mutuel thaéhines in Ken- 
tucky in those days and the bookies had been 
tipped off by their eastern contemporaries that 
Jack Shine was. a horse of high speed. 

They were ready-for him when Cook finally 
dropped him into an overnight race. Once again 
he was the favorite at an odds-on price. 

Once again Cook’s agents were on the ground 
with their boards and the price t marked 
up was a little higher than the prevailing odds. 

As in New York, it attracted an avalanche 
of Jack Shine dollars.

Through the driving snow 

and sleet, the old U nited States steamship America,* with 

slight, square-jawed Captain George Fried on the bridge, was 

plowing homeward from Europe when the ship’s radio operator 
picked up a faint message. ° 

“SOS!” It came again. “SOS!” The Italian freighter Florida, 
bound from Texas to Italy with a cargo of pine pitch, was crack- 
ing up 800 miles off the Virginia Capes. The crew of 32, freezing 
and desperate, was ready to abandon ship. is 

Captain Fried, full of years and honors, died this summer 
at 72, and his name is seldom heard any more. But in his prime 
his sea rescues were unparalleled in number and audacity, and 
what happened on that winter day in 1929, when the Florida 
called for help, has the structure of a legend. 

“Full speed!” Captain Fried ordered that day. Full speed 
ahead toward the Florida, helpless and wallowing 320 miles 
beyond the gray horizon. 

The 21,000-ton America could make 16 knots. The records

N the autumn of 1912, Mrs. Agnes Guth rented 
the first floor of a brownstone house in New 
York City’s West 84th St., near fashionable 

Riverside Dr. A discreet card soon appeared in 
the window: “Mme. Agnese, Modiste.” This was 
a polite way of announcing a dressmaking shop 
for ladies of fashion and means. 

Agnes Guth, a dark-haired, handsome divorcee 
of 39, had come to the United States some six 

ears earlier from her native Switzerland. She 

d recently sent for her two sons, Algust and 

Marx, both in their late teens, and they had come 
to live with her. 

Madame Agnese had a flair for fashion and 
proved to be an excellent needlewoman. She 
worked long hours, and by the end of a year 
her business had so prospered that she could 
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afford a young woman assistant. As her repu- 
tation grew she built up a large clientele among 
the wealthy of uptown New York. ' 

Then her neighbors noticed a change in her 
habits. She started wearing expensive furs and 
jewelry. Vehicles began drawing up to her door 
and men came to visit her or take’her out for 
the evening. 

The neighbors’ tongues were set pleasantly 
wagging. Having made a success of her business, 
Agnes Guth was now devoting herself to catching 
a new husband. Everyone wished her well. She 
was still young-looking and attractive and de- 
served the love and companionship of a good 
man. 

Then oh Dec. 3, 1913, West 84th St. was 
startled by a shocking occurrence. Shortly after 
six that afternoon, young August Guth returned 
home as usual from his job as an electrician. 
A few minutes later he came running into the 
street and shouted to a neighbor: 

“Call the police! Hurry. It’s mother!” 

He himself telephoned Polyclinic Hospital. 

An ambulance soon arrived, followed by 
police from the West 68th St. station under the 
direction of Det. Capt. Daniel Kerr. 

In a rear bedroom they found Agnes Guth 
dying fully clothed on her bed. She had been

bleeding profusely. After a brief examination, 
Dr. ‘LeBarre, the ambulance physician, pro- 
nounced her dead. 

“She died a little ‘more than an hour ago,” 
he told the police.

“Elsie Rathlesberger, mother’s assistant. She 
works in the dressmaking shop daytimes and 
sleeps in a room she rents from the family up- 
stairs.

Kerr asked Haley to investigate the upstairs 
room. But before he returned, a patrolman 
standing guard at the front door brought the 
zirlto him, loaded down with bundles. One look 
at her slight physique convinced Kerr that she, 
herself could not have struck the blows that 
killed her employer.

“Then he hurried into the bedroom, where 
he knew she would come to take off her coat, 
leaving his cigarette behind. If that happened, 
then since there’s no evidence that he broke in, 
he must have had a key.”

“Why We Have Women 
Drivers,” because it re- 
minded me so much of my 
own experiences with the 
early automobiles. In 1903 
my husband owned the 
first touring car built in 
Indianapolis, Ind. The li- 
cense number was 363, sig- 
nifying that it was the 
363rd auto license issued 
in Indiana. 

This car was built by 
Colonel Hewitt. It had to 
be cranked by hand. The 
brake was on the running 
board. It had acetylene 
lamps, two carburetors, 
double chain drive and all 
the innards were exposed 
underneath. The rear seat 
was entered through a door 
in the tonneau. There was 
no top, but a rain-proof 
cover with five head holes 
surrounded by little collars 
could be obtained. 

This contraption cost 
$2,500, of which $500 was 
paid when the car was or- 
dered and the balance 


“before you touched the- 


wheel.”” Lights, horn and 
cover were extras. 

We actually drove this 
car part of two summers. 
There was no winter driv- 
ing then. We made trips 
all over Indiana, and one 
trip as far as Macomb, Il. 
On this latter trip we had 
dirt roads much of the way. 
It rained. We had to push 
the mud out of the wheels 
with a board. Sometimes 
we had to push the car. 

We got lost, and muddled 
into the boggy land along 


the Spoon River. We were 


ferried across the river in- | 


to a woods full of mos- 
quitoes. We picked up a 
few nails and had to patch 
our own tubes. 

The farmers’ horses did 
not like us. Neither did the 
farmers. Once we only 
made four miles an hour, 
but we got back home at 
last on only one carbure- 
tor. which was held by a 
safety pin. We stalled 
just outside the barn, and 
the old jalopy refused to 
go another inch. But we'd 
made it, and it had been 
a lot of fun.—Mary E.
